The city’s five man governing 
panel

themselves to spend half a million 
dollars on the first phase of the 
Lompoc* storm drain project though 
most recent cost estim ates given 
were 
17 
per cent 
higher 
than 
previous ones. 


The 
decision 
came 
in 
a 
3-1 
approval of a joint exercises of 
powers agreement between the city 
and the Santa Barbara County Flood 
Control 
and Water Conservation 
District. 


Mayor E C. Stevens was the lone 
dissenter 
on 
the 
grounds 
that 
vacationing councilman Art Scott 
was not accorded an opportunity to 
discuss the expenditure, which may 
involve 
a 
sizeable 
chunk 
of 
Lompoc’s federal revenue sharing 
slice. 


Under the approved agreement, 
the city is obligated to proceed with 
a 1490,000 “ backbone” storm drain 
system, consisting roughly of the D 
Street main pipe extending from 
beyond 
North Avenue to Ocean 
Avenue, with an Ocean Avenue 
lateral 
pipe between 
D and E 
Streets, 
said 
Barry 
Gustafson, 
public works director. 


Gustafson said that approximately 
$45,000 of the cost of the storm drain 
project would come from the city’s 
flood control fund, $41,000 would 


come as a state contribution, $55,000 
would be drawn from the street 
capital improvement fund. $300,000 
would come from the state gas tax 


transportation 
funds and 
$49,000 
would 
come 
from 
the 
federal 
revenue sharing 


But, the city engineer added that 
due to the fuel shortage, the state 
gas tax could yield $100,000 less 
toward the project over this fiscal 
year than exoected 


Also, he said the city would still be 
bound to the agreement if the quoted 
engineers’ estimates were exceeded 
by as much as 10 per cent. The 
“ variable item ” in the charge list 
for the project, Gustafson said, 
would be the revenue sharing chunk 
which could soar to $100,000 because 
of these pressures. 


Lompoc. 
Gustafson 
told 
the 
council, could only disregard the 
agreement with the county agency, 
once the council approved it, if the 
engineers’ estim ates were over 10 
percent too low or if the state did not 
come 
through 
with 
its 
$41,000 
contribution. 


The estim ates for the present cost 
of the entire project would be 
$760,000, 
Gustafson 
said. 
He 
recommended that the city proceed 
with the county agreement. 


According to City Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz, who has ramrodded the 
storm drain project, the city has a 
total of about $362,000 in revenue 
sharing funds.

parch very early with the national 
diesel fuel drought. 


With no diesel fuel outlet in the 
city and dumps along U.S. 101 either 
empty or low, the city is becoming a 
trap for the truckers who haul 
in everything from cinder blocks to 
parlor 
chairs 
and 
leave 
with 
e v e r y t h i n g 
from 
f a m i l i e s ’ 
furnishings to fresh cut crops. 


Many 
of 
them, 
mostly 
the 
independents, are no longer able to 
get the fuel to run to the valley and 
make it back out 
Some of their 
giant 
rigs 
have 
already 
been 


stranded here and a lively truckers 
citizens 
band 
radio 
network 
is 
carrying the warning 
The result could be a severe 
interruption in trucking service to 
the 
valley. 
D etecting 
early 
symptoms of this, the Lompoc City 
Council last night voted to fire 
letters to the gamut of area politicos 
urging that more diesel be made 
available for the truckmen plying 
U.S. 101. 
The problem is that a diesel rig 
will go for 100 miles at the outside 
on 20 gallons of diesel if empty and 
50 miles at the most if full. 


And there aren’t enough truck 
stops with enough fuel between 
Salinas and Ventura to make a 
detour into Lompoc all that smart. 


There are diesel truck stops at 
Salinas, King City, Paso Robles, 
Grover 
City, 
Santa 
Maria 
and 
Ventura. But most of them are 
rationing fuel at 20 to 40 gallons per 
customer, when they have it. Others 
are selling all the truckers want to 
buy but are quickly running out of 
their allocations. 
The result is stalled trucks and 
c o n f u s i o n , 
e s p e c i a l l y 
for 
independent owner-operators who 
depend entirely upon truck stops for 
fuel. 
“There were several guys hung up 
on the road between here and Santa 
Maria last week,” reported Ed 
Hauenstein 
of 
Lompoc 
Valley 
Trucking. “ I know right now that 
I’ve got lumber in Yreka that the 
guys won’t haul down here because 


they can’t get out.” 
Hauenstein. who has a license to 
retail 
diesel, 
has 
helped 
a 
su c c essio n 
of 
empty-tanked 
truckers by loaning enough fuel to 
get south to the next stop in Ventura 
or as far north as King City. But he's 
not in the business. 


“A guy was in the other day that 
hauled in a bunch of beams for that 
new bank building on the comer. He 
came down here and was bad hurt. 
He was going south and he had 
nothing to get south with. I told him 
I couldn’t help him.”

CLC holding up salary decision

The I S Cost of Living Council revealed 
today it is withholding a decision on the 
request 
of 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
supervisors for approval of a 69 per cent 
pay raise until its public sector division can 
get more detailed information from the 
county 
Meanwhile, a Santa Barbara painting 
contractor recently awarded the job of 
painting the County Courthouse by the 
supervisors, 
is heading a referendum 
campaign to keep the pay raise from going 
into effect. The supervisors voted 4-1 Dec 


3 to raise their pay from $14.224 to $24,041 
The painter, John Schaaf, listed as 
temporary chairman of "The Committee 
for Integrity in County Government, was 
an unsuccessful candidate in the primary 
election four years ago for supervisor from 
the 
Second 
District. 
He 
has 
also 
unsuccessfully sought the post of mayor of 
Santa Barbara 
Schaaf, whose painting tasks at the 


Courthouse have taken him up the lofty 
walls of the historic building to the 85-foot 
high clock tower at times, said the citizens 
group is striving for 15,000 signatures, 
although 
a 
minimum 
of 
8,573 
valid 
signatures are needed 
Petition filing 
deadline is Jan. 31 at 5 p m at the county 
clerk s office 
The supervisors’ major pay raise was to 
become effective 60 days after Dec 3. 
providing the Cost of Living Council (CLC > 
gave its sanction 
County Auditor-Controller Paul Floyd 
declared his office has been requested by 
the CLC to supply detailed information on 
supervisors’ compensation over the past 
five years. 
All pay increases granted the board as 
well as fringe benefits paid over the past 
five years are to be provided the federal 
agency as a result of its latest request. 
In addition, Floyd showed, his office is 
asked to transmit comparable salaries paid 
in private and public sectors in this area 
and "all other relevant facts’’ pertaining to 
the pay raise request 


April Ramey, of the CLC’s public sector 
division, said no decision could be made 
until the additional data 
sought was 
received and analyzed 
Supervisors’ basic pay has gone up from 
$10,000 in 1968 to the current $14.224. with 
three raises in the past five years, 
according to the auditor’s records. 
The 69 per cent pay boost bid has met 
with opposition from the County Grand 
Jury, whose foreman R P Richard, has 
written a letter to the CLC protesting the 
supervisors action 
The 
County 
Farm 
Bureau, 
County 
Taxpayers 
Assn., 
and 
Tax-Action 
Association of the county have all indicated 
their organizations favor a much more 
modest pay boost than the supervisors gave 
themselves. 


A Lompoc woman, Alberta Morgan, 
appeared before the supervisors this week 
to tell them a group of Lompoc persons 
oppose the pay raise and "we re going to do 
something about it.” She did not amplify

Stevens said he would not commit himself to the total 
project beyond the "backbone” work until it was clear that 
the project’s completion wouldn’t sap the city’s revenue 
sharing allotment. 
The council had voted 5-0 to go ahead with bids on the 
project in a previous meeting 
The council also gave the owners of 10 properties with 
public hazard or blight conditions 30 days to correct them 
before the city will contract for the corrective work and bill 
them through local taxes. 
The governing panel singled out one hazard condition, an 
unlocked 220 volt electrical fuse box at 113 North I Street, 
for immediate city corrective action. 
All of the declared public nuisances were conditions 
which property owners had declined to correct despite of 
letters and other urgings from the city community 
development department. 
Color slide views of these areas presented by Community 
Development Director A1 Autry last night, depicted what 
might be Lompoc’s most dangerous comer. It’s the comer 
of South I Street and the alley behind 206 West Ocean, on the 
first block west of South H Street. Besides the lethal open 
fuse box at 113 North I, there’s a large metal screen in the 
rear of the same premise, another cited violation, which is 
held to the building by a single bolt and could crash down on 
a passing pedestrian at any moment. 
Across the alley in the rear at 206 West Ocean are four 


conforming 113 North I Street premise and June M. Sheeby 
of Newport Beach owns the 206 West Ocean Avenue 
structure. The Drake Hotel is being sold and is presently in 
receivership 
Excluded from the council declaration last night was an 
abandoned gas station at 1407 North H Street which, 
according to its former owner, will be demolished by the 
Stardard Oil Company by March 1,1974. 
Also excluded by Autry were the North H Street “ Minnie 
Pearl” former food franchise premises which, he said, 
other owners have been eyeing in recent negotiations with 
the city. 
Autry said that eight of the original list of 19 premises not 
conforming with city nuisance abatement laws complied or 
began to comply voluntarily. 
The planner’s presentation to the council came two days 
into a block-by-block city survey by the community 
development department aimed at sweeping out many 
more of the town’s public hazards and blights, particularly 
abandoned shacks, fences in bad disrepair and piles of 
neglected debris.

Santa Barbara County Jail 
Dec. 5, 1973 


There are three daily events that Santa 
Barbara County Jail inmates can count on : 
breakfast, lunch, and dinner. Anything 
else, like TV viewing, time in the rec yard, 
or inmate rows, varies with human moods 
and situations. 


The view from your bunk defines a steel 
mirror, sink, a seatless toilet, and 11 other 
bunks, stacked two high. Beyond the cell 
bars is the dayroom which contains two 
long tables, showers at either end, a TV 


affixed near the ceiling, and more bars. 
There is no window in tank E 1-2-3. Just 
penal green walls, which can never play as 
active a part in your life as a window with a 
view could Outside these jail walls is busy 
Highway 101 and a Howard Johnson 
Restaurant where many newly released 
inmates visit should they have to walk out 
You are up before six for breakfast call. 
A deputy inaudibly reads a list of inmate 
morning duties as you dress and line up for 
a head count. You make your bunk and get 
in line, hands in your pockets, to file 
downstairs to the mess hall. Deputies are 
posted at every doorway. 
You are given a large spoon as you enter 
the chow line. You grab a metal tray and 
cup Breakfast: French toast, hot cereal, 
butter, syrup, orange, sausage, milk and 
coffee.

The cost of the proposed

The city of Santa Maria has displayed lighted Christmas 
street lamp decorations for over a week 


The council stressed that the brief holiday lighting in the 
city does not represent a let-up in the demands of the 
electricity crisis and followed through by according 
Wahlers tacit approval for a plan to douse 60 street lights on 
H Street and Ocean Avenue after the first of the year to 
conserve some 103,000 kilowatt hours. Every second lamp 
will be disconnected. 


The council also acquiesced, though it did not vote to 
approve. Wahler s plan to approach the Lompoc Valley 
Chamber of Commerce and shopping center associations to 
evolve commercial participation in city voluntary energy 
conservation plans. 


Wahlers said that city electrical department head Bill 
Ruffner will be made available to businesses as an energy 
conservation consultant. 


Still in the planning stage by the city administration, 
Wahlers said, are plans for bi-monthly utility meter 
readings. 


Contingency plans for mandatory reduction of business 
hours throughout the city and for rolling blackouts are also 
being formulated, the city officer said These would come 
into effect in case either the city’s voluntary 10 per cent 
electricity consumption program falls short or Pacific Gas 
and Electric is able to deliver less than even 90 per cent of 
Lompoc’s demand. 
Under rolling blackouts, separate substations would be 
left powerless for periods, leaving sections of the city dark.

LOS ANGELAS (U PI) — The city is still smarting over 
the loss of half a million barrels of oil to Guam, but not 
enough to turn off the Christmas cross at City Hall 
Despite arguments that the city should set a frugal 
example in the energy shortage, the City Council voted 11-2 
Tuesday to light the windows in City Hall in the form of a 
cross on Christmas eve 
“ This sets a bad example,” complained Councilman Ed­ 
mund Edelman, one of those who voted against the 
measure “ When all our citizens are being asked to cut back 
on their energy, we shouldn t make any exceptions.” 
Furthermore, Edelman said, the cross violates the 
principle of separation of church and state. There are a lot 
of agnostics and non-Christians in our midst, he said 
Councilman Marvin Braude, who also opposed the 
measure, noted that it was in violation of President Nixon’s 
request to avoid outdoor Christmas lighting 
The board of Public Works said the energy consumed is 
not really significant -about $2 56 worth of electricity. But 
the labor involved in blocking out windows to form the 
cross will be about $167 in overtime pay 
Meanwhile, city officials continued on their hunt to 
replace the big chunk taken out of the dwindling oil supplies 
for the city’s electrical generators by an order of federal 
energy czar William Simon 


In response to pleas from the governor of the U.S. 
territory of Guam in the South Pacific, Simon ordered 
Union Oil Co. to divert a tanker carrying 505,000 gallons of 
oil to Guam to meet the island s military and civilian needs. 
The tanker arrived the day after the island’s refinery had 
shut down for lack of crude. 


Union notified the city Monday that the tanker was 
carrying low sulphur oil from Indonesia to Los Angeles, and 
was to provide part of the oil supply Union had promised 
the city, so the city was out the oil. 


Viet Cong free American 


SAIGON (UPI> — The Viet Cong freed an American 
civilian today more than two months after he was seized by 
the Communists in an evening ambush in the Mekong Delta. 
A spokesman for Pacific Architects and Engineers 
(PA E), an American contracting company, said Homej L. 
Elm, 43, of Arcadia, S.C., was set free in a remote hamlet 
near Can Tho, 75 miles southwest of Saigon. 
The spokesman said Elm, a PA E worker, “ seemed to be 
in good condition’’ and was brought to Saigon for a checkup 
at a hospital in the capital. 
He said the American was released along with two Viet­ 
namese captured with him Oct. 6 near Than Tri, 105 miles 
south of Saigon 
The release came just a day before U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger was scheduled to meet North 
Vietnamese negotiator Le Due Tho in Paris for a new round 
of Indochina peace talks.

T. Agnew, his voice barely audible, pleaded with a three- 
judge state court Tuesday “ not to strip me of my means of 
livelihood” by forbidding him to practice law in Maryland. 
Instead, Agnew. in al2*minute presentation, suggested 
that he be suspended temporarily 
“ I can resume a useful place in the practice of law after 
my suspension,” Agnew said in a low voice. The practice 
of law means quite a lot to me. I want to return at some 
later date to bring credit to my practice and to the courts. 
Agnew, who was governor of Maryland before President 
Nixon tapped him as his running mate in 1968, was dressed 
immaculately in a gray suit, light blue shirt and dark tie. 
Agnew resigned in disgrace as vice president Oct. 10 
minutes before he was fined $10,000 on a charge of tax 
evasion. In a deal with the government to avoid a possible 
prison sentence, Agnew did not contest the charge. A 
number of other charges that he extorted thousands of 
dollars in kickbacks while he was a local official, governor 
and vice president were dropped 
The 
Maryland 
Bar Association’s ruling board of 
governors unanimously recommended that Agnew be 
forbidden to practice law in the state, arguing that his no­ 
contest plea was evidence of “ professional misconduct, a 
crime involving moral turpitude or conduct prejudicial to 
the administration of justice ’ 
“ I had very good reasons to plead the way I did, Agnew 
told the judges at the crowded disbarment hearing in the 
148*year-old Anne Arundel County courthouse. But he said 
that “ some of the reasons must remain held within me for 
the foreseeable future.” 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - President Nixon, whose Cali­ 
fornia income tax status is being investigated here, first 
came under the scrutiny of state tax officials when he was 
Dwight D Eisenhower’s running mate 
The initial probe in 1952 was triggered by disclosures that 
Nixon, then a U.S. senator and the Republican vice 
presidential candidate, had used an $18,000 expense fund 
provided by his California political supporters. 
The results of the 1952 inquiry are not available to the 
public. 
In Washington, DC., an official spokesman said the 
President “ can’t remember 
if he paid any state income 
taxes when he served as vice president and a member of 
Congress. 
The disclosure of the 1952 expense fund nearly cost Nixon 
the vice presidential spot on the Eisenhower ticket. To 
defend the propriety of the fund, Nixon went on nation'Wide 
television with his famous “ Checkers speech. 


London under bomb seige 


LONDON (U PI) - Scotland Yard said it hoped to issue 
descriptions today of two members of the Irish Republican 
Army (IRA ) suspected of taking part in a wave of terror 
bombings in London 
The British police agency said two car bombs, a mail 
bomb and a bomb laid in a London street wounded 64 
persons in less than 24 hours. Eight of the injured remained 
hospitalized today. 
Targets for the terrorists were a government building 
complex, a post office, a prison and a photographer’s shop 
In addition, scores of false bomb threats were telephoned 
to police and fire stations late Tuesday and early today 
Police blamed the IRA for the attacks. In Dublin, a 
spokesman for the militant Roman Catholic group said, 
“ the pressure on the enemy will be maintained on a number 
of fronts over the Christmas period.” He refused to 
elaborate. 
Telephone calls by a man and a woman with Irish accents 
warned of two of the blasts in advance, police said 
The IRA two weeks ago said it would fight an agreement 
by Ulster, the Irish Republic and Britain to establish a 
council representing the two Irelands. 
“ These people have come to London to kill and maim,” 
said Detective Chief Superintendent Roy Habersohn. chief 
of the yard’s bomb squad. “ They could be living in your 
house. You could be letting them rooms. They could be 
renting your garage.”

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HOUSTON (U PI) — The Skylab astronauts have spotted 
a curious cloud churning within the atmosphere of the sun. 
A Harvard scientist called it one of the most interesting 
space observations in the last quarter of a century. 
The object being studied by Skylab crewmen Gerald P. 
Carr, Edward G. Gibson and William R. Pogue is called a 
“ solar prominence.” 


It is a mass ot dense gas that is no hotter than 10,000 
degrees and exists in the thin solar atmosphere that 
reaches temperatures of 2,000,000 degrees. 
“ This is the most spectacular prominence since 1947,” 
Dr. George Withbroe of the Harvard College Observatory 
said Tuesday. “ One thing we’re hoping for is to see it 
erupt.” 
Withbroe said data collected by the Skylab astronauts 
could lead to improvements in the science of weather 
forecasting. 


New governor for New York 


ALBANY, N Y. (U PI) — Malcolm Wilson took over as 
New York’s 50th governor Tuesday with the pledge to take 
“ vigorous action serving the people” rather than head “ a 
caretaker administration.” 
Wilson, 59, succeeded Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, who 
resigned to devote full time to his National Commmission 
on Critical Choices for Americans and another study group. 
Wilson, who spent 15 years as Rockefeller’s lieutenant 
governor after 20 years in the New York Assembly (lower 
legislative 
chamber), 
scheduled 
a 
mid-day 
news 
conference. His office said he would cover a broad range of 
subjects dealing with his administration’s goals and 
policies. 
Tendering his formal resignation to Deputy Secretary of 
State John J. Ghezzi in the Capitol’s Red Room, Rockefel­ 
ler, 65, fulfilled his announcement of last week that he 
would leave the $85,000-a-year governorship three years 
into his fourth term. Some political observers have viewed 
the resignation as a move toward an early bid for the 1976 
Republican presidential nomination.

The punch-card system, 
which 
can 
readily 
be 
integrated with the county's 
expanded data processing 
department equipment, is 
seen as a better long-range 
system 
for 
this 
county 
rather than to proceed with 
purchase 
of 
additional 
Votronic 
vote-counting 
machines from the Cubic 
Industrial Co., of San Diego. 


Last year, the Board of 
Supervisors turned down the 
proposal of the Cubic Co. to 
sell the county five more 
machines at a cost of more 
than $131,000. J. E. Lewis, 
then county clerk, told the 
board that increased regis­ 
tration of voters and five 
ballots 
at 
the 
time 
seemingly made the extra 
counters necessary. 


County Election Bureau 
officials indicate that the 
rejection 
of 
the 
five 
additional machines seemed 
to spell out to them the fact 
that the county may be 
considering a new way to 
go, rather than continue 
with 
electronic 
vote 
counters. 
Maintenance costs of the 
23 machines by the Cubic 
Company has run into many 
thousands 
of 
dollars 
in 
addition to the purchase 
price. The county agreed to 
purchase 
the 
machines 
after a trial period in 1966, 
and completed payment for 
them five years later. 


While most of them have 
been stored in the county 
buildings, others are stored 
and put into operation at 
elections in Santa Maria and 
Lompoc.

Finley no

NEW YORK (U P I) - Twelve 
years ago, Charlie Finley felt he 
needed some help, which was an 
upset right there, so he decided to go 
out and hire himself a general 
manager. 
Not just any general manager, but 
"the best one in all baseball." 
Accordingly, he persuaded Frank 
Lane to work for him as general 
manager 
of 
the 
Kansas 
City 
Athletics. 
Lane was Cleveland GM at the 
time and his contract with the 
Indians still had two more years to 
run. but Charlie promised him the 
moon, and what was even better, he 
put most of it in writing, and Lane 
signed a KC contract which could 
have extended as long as eight 
years. 
"One week after I took the job," 
Frank Lane said yesterday from 
Acapulco, 
Mexico, 
where 
he’s 
relaxing before officially switching 
over to the Texas Rangers from the 
Milwaukee Brewers in two more 
weeks, " I knew it would take all I 
had to put in eight months, let alone 
eight years, and I said to him, 
Charlie, why in hell did you ever 
bother getting a general manager? 
You really don’t want one 
"Oh, 
so you found that out 
already?’ he laughed ‘ 
Frank Lane laughs telling the 
story now. 
He knows what Dick Williams is 
going through with Finley filing suit 
in Federal Court to keep him from 
taking a new job with the Yankees. 
The fact that Finley says five 
minutes later he’s perfectly willing 
to drop the suit providing he gets 
"proper compensation” from the 
Yankees doesn’t shock Frank Lane 
much either. 
Less than nine months after Lane 
went to work for the A’s, Finley 
fired him. It was the first time in his 
life Lane had been fired, and he took 
Finley to court for breach of 
contract. 
"We were in the judge’s private 
chambers a few days after the trial 
got under way, and the judge hoped 
we could reach some kind of sett­ 
lement.” recalls Lane. “ It was 
pretty obvious, in view of all the 
evidence, the jury was going to find 
for me, which it did, but that didn’t 
seem to bother Charlie when we 
were left alone by the judge in his 
chambers. 
‘"C ’mon, Frank, you know you 
want to come back and work for 
me,’ he kept saying to me.

The 
only reason we re here in this court 
right now is because you fired me. 
Now, after all I’ve gone through and 
when this thing is just about over, 
you’re asking me to come back? 
C h arlie, 
you’re 
absolutely 
unbelievable. 
Frank Lane was awarded $153,000 
but he and Charlie Finley are better 
friends today than they ever were 
before. 
"He has many things I love in an 
owner,” says Lane. "If his ball club 
was 
scheduled 
to

doubleheader, and it was raining but 
he felt he could win both games, he 
would rather play before as little as 
a thousand people than postpone 
those two games. You gotta love a 
guy who wants to win so bad 
Charlie Finley may be a shoe- 
breaker and have his quirks, but he’s 
alright. He puts winning before 
money.”

It was just another high school fool ball game in the Detroit 
suburb of New Boston, Mich. Huron, hardly a powerhouse 
with a 18 final record, vs. Jefferson. It was no big deal, ex­ 
cept that the referee on the field, just before game time, had 
some bad news for Huron’s starting offensive tackle. 
Hon Suemnick, 17 years old and a senior, had suited up for 
the game and was warming up on the sidelines when the 
official informed him of his ineligibility.

legal weaponry on the field, and Hon, who had fought back 
from a near fatal accident in the summer of 1972. had played 
six games into the season with an artificial leg. The state of 
Michigan said a rule is a rule, and so Bon was thumbed to the 
showers. 
In August of ’72, Hon was driving a tractor mower on a sod 
farm when he ran into a guy wire and was knocked to the 
ground. The mower blades mangled his right leg, just below 
the knee, but he managed to drag himself a quarter of a mile, 
losing blood, to get help for himself. 
“ He’s alive today because of that determination, 
said 
Huron school superintendent Byron Antclilf, with ill-con­ 


cealed admiration. And Ron’s determination didn’t end with 
hospital treatment. He told his doctor that he meant to keep 
on playing football. “ If you’ve got the guts, you might, and 
then again, you might not,’’ he was told after his leg had been 
amputated mid-calf. Hon said it again, louder. He would 
play. 
„ 
“ He was great all during the time in the hospital. 
Ins 
mother, Mrs Orville Suemnick, said. “ It was hard on him, 
hut he has that something extra He told all his friends who 
came to see him that he’d he back playing, so they all took it 
for granted that he would. He’s really set in his ways but no 
one really knows what lie’s been through. 
The September following his accident, Hon took over 
managerial duties for his football team, lettering despite two 
additional operations on his stump. The first was in Decem­ 
ber for a delayed infection; the second, in mid-May, to file 
down a bone growth on the stub. Two weeks after he was fit­ 
ted with his second artificial leg, Hon Suemnick was out 
pract icing with the football team. 
“ He’s endured a lot of pain,” his mother said. “ He d come 
in limping after practice; his stump would he so sore. But 
he’d be back at practice the very next day. We’ve never 
treated him any different, though. He’s done all this on his 
own.’’ 
Any 17-year-old boy who can deny a handicap as obvious 
as a missing leg certainly deserves the right to compete after 
he makes the team. The Huron school hoard, led by Antcliff, 
was behind Hon all the way. 
“ I couldn’t sit by and see a boy being denied his rights, 
Antcliff said emotionally, as he recounted hiring a lawyer to 
take the Suemnick ineligibility to court that same week. 
“ The judge (Lawrence Gubow) made a beautiful state­ 
ment. He said, ‘This young man has been an inspiration to 
everybody, demostrating what you can achieve against 
great odds To deny him the right to play due to the enforce­ 
ment of a rule of dubious legality would not be in the public 
interest.”’ 
With the court injunction, Hon Suemnick played in Ins 
final high school game. His story made the news wire ser­ 
vices; others who were similarly handicapped read of his 
victory. A young man in Texas phoned Hon from his hospital 
bed. “ I’ve just lost a leg in an automobile accident,” lie told 
Suemnick. “ But I’m going to make it now; if you can do it, I 
can do it too." 
But the fight is not over. “ According to the attorney, the in­ 
junction is a legal first. 
Antcliff said. “ It established the 
rights of the physically handicapped. I contacted Ron’s 
parents last week and they agreee that the rule should be 
changed. But it’ll take time.” 
Ron’s mother, obviously proud of her son’s achievement, 
was not at all bitter about the archaic rule that kept her son 
out of the Jefferson game. “ We’d do anything to help, and 
maybe we’d help somebody else someday.” she said. 
Rule or no rule, Hon Suemnick lias already provided in­ 
spirational proof that a handicap is only a handicap if it is 
accepted as such. He is a courageous young man intent on 
claw ing his way to normality. “ Now that the football season 
is over. Ron’s out for basketball,” his mother said with a 
small sigh. “ It’s a lot harder on his stub, that coming down on 
it. But he’ll do it. If there’s any way, lie’ll do it.” She paused to 
reflect on her son’s unusual determination. “Never fear,” she 
told me. “ He’ll do it.”

Economical suggestion

limit signs throughout the state or the 
nation? 
To change such signs only in the freeway 
area of the Los Angeles metropolitan area, 
the cost is estimated at more than $80,000. 
It would seem that any driver of an 
automobile anywhere in the United States

would have to be deaf, dumb and maybe 
blind not to know that a national speed li­ 
mit is about to be put into effect at 55- 
miles-per-hour. 
Perhaps it is not realistic to say that we 
should 
not have a speed limit sign 
anywhere on any highway, but is it really 
necessary to spend the thousands of tax 
dollars to change all of the signs? 


Present speed limit signs could be easily 
and economically draped until the crisis is 
ever, which we doubt will be soon. 


It seems extremely difficult that a 
driver would be able to plead ignorance of 
the law just because all speed limit signs 
are not expensively changed. 


Unique job 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. - It is 
?asy to sneer at this organization, 
soring in on all its painful defects. 
Vet. once again in the aftermath of 
the Middle East war, the U N. is 
doing a job that no one else could do. 
The Scandinavians, the Irish and the 
other nationalities monitoring the 
cease-fire lines are performing a 
service 
that 
is hazardous and 
difficult and more or less thankless. 


With 
able

rection from head­ 
quarters here the 
U.N. force has thus 
far kept the op­ 
posing sides apart. 
They 
have 
been 
called on to restrain 
sporadic 
firing, 
often in close proxi­ 
mity to the negotia­ 
tion in the tent at 
kilometer 101 where 
the cease-fire ne­ 
gotiation went on. 


What the U N. role will be in an 
eventual settlement of the dispute is 
undetermined. In any event, that is 
a long way in the future. Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger chose to 
make 
his 
first 
important 
pronouncement in his new office 
before the U N. General Assembly, 
a sign of the importance of the role 
he hopes the U N. will play. 


The greatest weakness is, of 
course, the one-nation, one-vote 
imbalance in the voting procedure 
of the assembly. This equates the 
United States and the Soviet Union 
with Botswana and Ecuador. 


But 
even 
the 
proliferating 
assembly with its 135 members can 
claim a virtue. That is the right of 
the smallest and weakest nations to 
have a say in a world forum. What 
they say may often sound like sheer 
nonsense but their right to say it is a 
privilege that helps to ease the 
penalty of poverty and isolation. The

another grave structural weakness 
that has often defeated the best 
efforts of the responsible powers in 
the U N. 
The most carefully researched 
and thorough analysis of the defects 
of the U N. is Shirley Hazzard s 
“ Defeat of an Ideal.’ 
With the 
background of her own 10 years’ 
experience in the secretariat she 
shows how difficult it is to run an 
organization in which the jobs are 
parceled out by nationality, and it is 
all but impossible to fire anyone for 
incompetence or simply lying down 
on the job. Equally serious is the 
way the U N teeters on the edge of 
bankruptcy, 
with 
many nations 
failing to pay up their assessments. 
This has gone so far that at times it 
has seemed impossible to meet 
monthly payrolls. 
Reform is vital if the U N. is to 
continue to perform the unique 
services that today are helping to 
keep down the brush fires in the 
Middle East. Given the built-in 
resistance coming from every part 
of the great glass beehive on the 
East River, it is doubtful whether 
meaningful reform can ever come 
about. The new secretary general, 
Kurt 
Waldheim, 
tends 
to 
be 
a prisoner of these forces.

equivalent of what a seven per cent 
income 
tax 
boost 
would 
have 
brought in and this year’s higher 
interest rates should bring in even 
more. 
The logical question to be asked 
by a common taxpayer, of course, is 
where does the state get all of this 
money to invest? Well, primarily it 
is idle tax money collected, we 
imagine, that is earmarked for 
different programs and projects but 
until they come due, the idle money 
can make money. 


We must, as ordinary taxpayers, 
take some consolation in the fact 
that while we may agonize over our 
private monthly payments, we can 
take a bit of comfort in knowing that 
the state’s investment policy is at 
least dulling the sting of high 
interest rates on one fiscal front.

Wild game calls for precautions

This is the time of y ea r 
when thoughts of extra cash 
seem parti cula rly welcome. 
High food costs and w arnings 
of food s c a r c i t y b rin g to 
m any a m a n s mind the part 
he could play with his hu n t­ 
ing rifle in helping to stock 
the family larder. Reflecting 
this is a large increase in the 
nu m b er of licenses sold. 
Hunting d e m a n d s careful 
use of the gun to avoid c r ip ­ 
p l i n g o r f a t a l a c c i d e n t s . 
T here a r e two other hazards 
a s s o c i a t e d w ith th e c a t c h 
w hether or not you a r e going 
for a moose or a rabbit. 
O n e h a z a r d 
is c a l l e d 
t u l a r e m i a . 
T h e o t h e r 
is 
salmonella. Both are diseases 
that ca n infect h u m a n beings 
unless c a r e is ta ken in skin­ 
ning, dressing, handling and 
cooking. 
T u la re m ia is an infectious 
disease of w ild animals. Man 
can contract it from bites of 
deer flies and wood ticks, or 
from skinning and dressing 
infected game, particularly 
r a c c o o n s , 
r a b b i t s 
a n d 
m uskrats, and from eating 
u n d e r c o o k e d m e a t of any 
w ild a n i m a l in fec ted w ith 
tu la rem ia . The bac te ria can 
en ter the body through a 
scratch or cut on the hand 
which is why hunters and 
trap p e rs always should w ear 
glo v e s w h en ' h a n d l i n g or 
skinning w ild game. One way 
to detect if an anim al is in­ 
fected with tu la r e m ia is to 
look for whitish spots on the 
anim al's d ark organs, such as 
liver or spleen. 
The disease is a genuine 
hazard. In an infected person, 
s y m p t o m s b e g i n to s h o w 
within th ree to seven days, 
first as a severe headache, 
chills and fever. Swelling of 
the lymph glan d s in the a r m 
pits, groin or neck m a y fol­ 
low. An ulcer usually a p p e a rs 
at the infection site. If this is 
diagnosed, a patient should 
be kept in bed and treated 


with antibiotics. The disease 
is rarely fatal, but if u n tr e ­ 
ated, it can be, w a r n s the 
New York State D ep artm en t 
of H e a l t h . T h e r e f o r e , all 
g a m e (anim als an d fowl) r e ­ 
q u i r e s c a r e f u l c l e a n i n g to 
prevent an a f te rm a th of food 
p o i s o n i n g , c a u t i o n s t h e 
Animal and P lant Health In­ 
spection Service of the U.S. 
D ep a rtm en t of Agriculture. 
T h e I n s p e c t i o n S e r v i c e 
w a r n s th a t s a l m o n e a l l o s i s 
(Salmonella) is the poisoning 
most likely to develop from 
i m p r o p e r l y h a n d l e d w ild 
gam e. It resem bles flu in its 
symptoms, hea dache, vom it­ 
ing, cram ps, nausea, fever 
a n d 
d i a r r h e a . 
T h e s e 
s y m p t o m s u s u a lly a p p e a r 
within 12 to 36 hours after 
eating the co n tam in ate d food 
an d last usually from two to 
s e v e n days. S a l m o n e l l a is 
rarely fatal but it ca n be e x ­ 
t r e m e l y d a n g e r o u s for i n ­ 
fants an d the elderly. 
Once the g a m e is at home 
g u a r d against any further 
d a n g e r of contamination: 
Be s u r e h an d s , c u t t i n g 
board, knife an d other u te n ­ 
sils a r e a b s o lu te ly cl e a n . 
Wash hands and k itc h en w a re 
ag ain in b etween handlin g 
raw and cooked m eat with 
hot w a te r and soap. 
Once g a m e is thoroughly 
cleaned, trea t it as you would 
any oth er m e at or poultry. 
W rap loosely an d store quick­ 
ly in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. Use within one 
or two days. 
F o r longer storage w ra p 
securely in air-tight freezer 
bags or foil an d store im ­ 
m ediately in the freezer. Set 
at below zero. 
To cook wild game: first 
t h a w , t h e n c o o k it 
i m ­ 
m e d i a t e l y . A lw a y s cook it 
thoroughly since wild g a m e 
h a s a 
g r e a t e r c h a n c e of 
becoming c ontam inated th an 
m e at or fowl bought at your 
s uperm arket.
